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ANSWER TO A COMMON QUERY. 

What is wrong with the world? This question might 
have been asked at any time in the world’s history after the 
fall of Adam. The lack of true knowledge of God is what 
was principally wrong among the pagan nations before the 
coming of Christ. Good morals were also lacking, but that 
followed quite logically from lack of proper belief and 
proper incentives to stimulate the people to live rightly. 

The pagan nations which the leaven of the gospel has 
not properly permeated even down to this day are what 
they are principally because of lack of correct religious con- 
victions. The Divine Teacher emphasized over and over 
that the world would always be estranged from God; that 
its spirit was entirely out of harmony with the spirit of God. 

The youngest of us has lived long enough to see that 
very much has been wrong with the world. In our country 
the number of moralists is large who pretend to be able to 
diagnose the trouble, but in their inability to discover a dif- 
ferent cure, they subscribe to the panacea that has been long 
recommended, namely, more widely distributed higher edu- 
cation. It is strange that the results of the test, to which 
this cure-all has been subjected, do not convince them that 
the remedy does not cure. True education would contribute 
greatly to the amelioration of society, but not mere intel- 
lectual development. Our Divine Savior says nearly all 
the wrong which is in man proceeds from his heart, and 
the heart cannot be properly cultivated apart from religi- 
ous instruction. So, while it is true that the future of our 
country depends on the education of today, it is equally true 
that the next generation will not be religious and morally 
better than our own unless the religious element be injected 
into the schoo! curriculum. 

You have heard about the globe being held by Atlas, 
who in turn is held by the elephant, who is held by nothing. 
Religion must be the Atlas on whose shoulders the ponder- 
ous world rests, and religion must be held or sustained by 
divine authority. 

No individual is able to produce habitually and nat- 
urally what he has not. Virtuous cannot be manu- 
factured any more than refreshing fruits: like the latter 
they must be products of a healthy tree, full of vitality, 
with its roots deep in the ground and its sap briskly cireu- 
lating through trunk and branches. 

The teacher may tell the child “You must be temperate 
or you will never become rich;” “you must cultivate a 
nice disposition or you will not liked;” or “you must 
practice honesty or you may some day land in a prison ;” 
but all to no purpose. Right behavior must proceed as a 
natural consequence from right beliefs, right convictions, 
and from a sense of responsibility to 
the Catholic Church the whole religious fabric is torn to 
pieces, the religious situation is chaotic. Hence it cannot be 
taught in school, it cannot influence morals, and it cannot 
cure the world’s ills.

T’he following excerpts are 
from a report its activities made 
to the Rt. Rev. Monsignor George T 
Walsh, V. F., rector of Annunciation 
Church, Houston, the founder and di- 
rector of the sox lety. 

A total of 1,253 books, pamphlets 
leaflets and Catholie papers were dis- 
tributed by mail during the past 12 
months. The papers included copies 
of the Sout Messenger and Our 
Sunday Visitor. In addition, sermons 
' Catholic beliefs were 
furnished Texas daily and weekly 
papers, protests made against false 
statements concerning the Catholic 
Church by teachers in public schools 
and many other letters of protest 
written. Letters received by the So- 
ciety numbered 1,725. Most of these 
were from inquirers in the south- 
| western states, but many came from 
northern and Canada. 

The has been unable to 
comply with the request of Catholics 
asking for literature. Such literature 
can be secured from pastors or Cath- 
olic book stores. The society aims to 
furnish explanatory literature to non- 
Catholics, who request it. No litera- 
ture is mailed unless it is solicited. 
Much waste of time and money is thus 
eliminated.
